Aldermen in Committee Make 
Fight on Ordinance to Ex- 
tend Street Rights of 
South Side Line, 


ASK PURCHASE ‘CLAUSE. 


Mayor Takes Same Stand, but the 
Railway Attorneys Declare 
That It Must Be “Twenty — 
Years or Nothing.” 


The Chicago City street railway ordinance 
ran against a municipal ownership rock yes- 
terday,®n which it threatens to stick and go 
to pieces without even reaching the city 
council. 

The local transportation committee hoped 
to have the franchise extension measure re- 
ported in the councll within two weeks for 


definite action. It still has a chance of being 


returned, but not a promising one. 

The fundamental principle of the measure 
was attacked when the full committee met to 
go over its provisions as a preliminary to re- 
porting on it: The ordinance is for an exten- 
sion of twenty years, at the end of which 
time the city has the option to purchase. 
Three aldermen of the committee deelared 
they would not vote for an ordinance which 
did not provide a time within the life of the 
grant at which the city may take over the 
property if it desires. Mayor Harrison made 
a timilar declaration. 


Say Dealing Would Be Stopped. 

On the other hand, Attorneys EB. R. Bliss 
and John P. Wilson, for the railway com- 
pany; ‘asserted that unless the city agreed 
upon the twenty year grant without limita- 
tion of this kind it was useless to go further 
with the consideration of the ordinance. _ 

Ald. Mavor and Bennett displayed annoy- 
ance at the fact that the controversy should 
have been raised after the ordinance had 
been drafted on the twenty year principle. 

The ultimate result may be the abandon- 
ment of all attempts to secure an ordinance, 
in which case the Chicago City railway com- 
pany will take its place with the Union Trac- 
ion company in the courts and make a con- 
test on its ninety-nine year claims, while 
the city goes ahead with negotiations with 
another company. 


Other Points of Contention. 


The life of the grant was not the only point 
of contention raised at the meeting. Ob- 
jections also were made as follows: 

By Ald. Werno—Insisting that the company be 
put under bond as well as heid by the forfeiture 
clause to comply with the regulations of the city 
council; subject left to Mr. Werno, Attorney 
Smith, and Mr. Bliss. 

By Mayor Harrison—Objecting to the limits fixed 
for the underground ftrolléy—Bighteenth stréet tn 
Wabash avenue and State street and Twelfth 
street in Clark street; finally withdrawn. 

By Ald. Eildmann—Insisting that feeder wires 
should be put underground within wider dis- 
tricts than those provided by the ordinance—east 
of Halsted street, north of Sixty-third, and south 
of the river. Ald. Eidmann wanted the southern 
boundary made Seventy-fifth street; no action 
taken. 

By Ald, Herrmann—Protesting that the section 
granting permission, under specific contracts, Tor 
the stringing of other than trolley wires on the 


ing; no action taken. 


Demands City Ownership Clause. 

The municipal ownership question was 
raised by Ald. Werno, who declared he would 
not vote for an ordinance which did not give 
the city the power to take over the lines 
at some time within the life of the grant 
if the city wanted to and could. 

‘The time to have brought up that ques- 
tion,’’ said Ald. Mavor, *“* was when the sub- 
committee was considering it. We took the 
precaution of having the full committee 
ratify the twenty year proposition. It is the 
basis of the whole ordinance. This is a 
late day to attack the fundamental principle 
of the measure.” 


Twenty or Nothing, Says Bliss. 

‘The whole point is just this,’ said Mr. 
Bliss, “‘if you don’t want to consider an 
ordinance for twenty years just throw this 
ordinance overboard. It might as well be 
understood that this is a twenty year grant, 
and if any changes are to be,made in that 
the whole ordinance gees by the board. If 
you want to talk of some other proposition 
‘ear this-ordinance up and we'll talk to you 
with another understanding.”’ 

It was explained that the ordinance had 
been drafted after attorneys for the city 
and the company had come to a tentative 
agreement by which it should be specified 
that at the end of twenty years the city 
either should take over the property, finda 
new licensee to take the property, or renew 
the grant. 


Aldermen Joined by Mayor. 


Ald. Herrmann and Maypole said they had 
no idea that the committee had committed 
them to a twenty year grant, without possi- 
bility of municipal ownership in the mean- 
time. 
Mayor Harrison, who had been sitting with 
the committee, took the same stand. 

“If 1 am to sit-here,”’ he said, “‘ my posi- 
tion might as well be known. I will not 
support a measure which does not provide 
that the city at some time during the life 
of the grant may take over the property. [It 
has been suggested that this period be ten 
years after the construction, Some period 
must be provided. To that point and on the 
referendum I am committed.” 

The mayor added that a popular vote un- 
der the referendum would take the place of 
his veto, but intimated that the ordinance 
would receive his veto as it stood. 

The committee stood at a deadlock on the 
proposition. : 

Hard to Persuade Stockholders. 

“It might be added,’ said Mr. Wilson, 
“ that it has not been easy forthe company’s 
attommneys to convince stockholders of the 
advisability of accepting the ordinance as it 
stands now. I never hada harder fight. The 
ordinance is built on the flat twenty year 
grant, and if anything be done to change this 
it makes a different ordinance.”’ 

When Ald. Werno brought up the bond 
question Mr. Bliss said: . 

“ Take out the forfeiture clause and we 
will give $1,000,000. We']i not stand for both, 
but we will give a good deal to get the for- 
feiture out of the ordinance.” 

Like Trolley in Halsted Street. “ 

Business men, pleased with the temporary 
abandonment of the cable system in Halsted 
street during the day, asked the receivers 
of the Union Traction company to continue 
the use of trolley cars on the line.

HENS LAY GOLD EGGS. 


Ft. Riley Farmers Ready for the 
Army Chicken Thieves. 


FALL RAID NETS $2,100. 


As Congress Pays for Pullets Soldiers 
Will Find Open Coops. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Feb. 4.—[Speoial.J—From 
the Smoky Hill basin to the Republican 
river, and up and down the Kansas river 
banks, there is rejoicing in Kansas.  Con- 
gress has appropriated money to pay the 
farmers for their pullets and old hens. 

When the army maneuvers ended Oct. 27 
this section of the state was eggless and 
chickenless. The casualtiés of the campaign 
of the blues against the browns had been 
84,000 hens and late autumn “ spring fries.’’ 
. It was bleeding Karfsas again. 

Now hope springs anew in the agricultural 
breast, since congress, at the request of Sec- 
retary Taft and Gen. Chaffee, has appropri- 
ated $2,100 to pay for the damage done last 
year by soldiers and $5,900 for additional loss 
which will be sustained (it is hoped) by the 
farmers at the next maneuvers. 


Getting Ready for the Robbers. 

teverybody is preparing to raise chickens. 
Incubatoragents are arriving at Junction City 
on every train. Farmers are preparing to fill 
théir fields with chicken coops, built without 
doors. Every opportunity will bé given the 
soldiers next summer to rob hen roosts with- 

Choice farm land adjoining the reserva- 
tion is increasing in value because of the ad- 
vantageous position it offers for the building 
of coops. There is $5,900 to be awarded 
farmers for stolen chickens this year, and the

‘Phe other night 
an effort to tar and feather a disreputable 
character in Junction City failed for the 
lack of feathers. | 

In October the feather piles were so large 
that they obstructed the view, Every brisk 
wind blew them down on the farms like snow 
and in some instances roads became impasst- 
ble because of feather drifts. The farmers 
then organized and burned them, causing 
complaint from boards of health. 


Poultry Decides a Battle. 

In the annals of the Fort Riley engagement 
as Officially recorded, it will not be mentioned 
that the decisive engagement of the browns 
against the blues was lost because of chick- 
ens. The Twenty-eighth mountain battery 
had been ordered to the support of the First 
Kansas, then hard pressed, and in taking 
position the battery came across an un- 
touched chicken farm. | 

The First Kansas was left to its fate and 
Maj. William H. Coffin, commanding the 


. divisional. artillery from the timberland back 


of the Smoky hill, saw through his field 
glasses a carnage he could not stop. 

These chickens were accountable for the 
decimation of Col. Metcalf’s fine regiment of 
Kansas infantry and the day was lost. The 
mountain battery carried the chickens 
through the rest of the day on their pack 
mules and the pile of feathers in the back 
Street of their camp was increased. . 

An injustice has been done Kansas in the 
award. The soldiers ate 84,000 chickens and 
the farmers get paid foronly $8400.

‘San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 4.—[Special. ]—Dr.

Dr. Senn arrived from Tahati on the steam- 
ship Mariposa, and will hurry back to Chi- 
cago to arrange his private affairs to pre- 
pare himself for the expected call.

The late Prince Kumatsu, who then was 
president of the Red Cross society of Japan, 
and acting in behaif of the government, ¢n- 
tered into an agreement with Dr. Senn that 
he should go to Japan if war was deciared.

‘The Daily Mail, which gives prominence to 
the Seoul dispatch, says editorially: 

“Tt is clear that only a miracle can avert 
war. Indeed, by all appearance the two 
fleets may at any moment come into col- 
lisiom. It looks as though Japan’s hands 
have been forced by Russia, and as though 
Admiral Alexieff has made up his mind to 
strike.”’ 

The Daily Mail thinks the departure of the 
Russian fleet from Port Arthur was due to 
the fact that that port can‘easily be shelled 
at long range, and that ships lying in it 
would be exposed to great injury. 

The Standard says the departure of the 
Russian squadron from Port Arthur may be 
taken as a sign that Russian strategists 
mean to take a spirited initiative.

In the opinion of the Russian government 
Japan’s legitimate interests in Manchuria 
do not exceed those‘of the United States and 
Great Britain or of the other powers signa- 
tory to the peace protocol of 1900, For this: 
reason Russia has declared her unwilling- 
ness to discriminate between the powers and 
enter into a especial treaty with Japan. 

In the event of war it may be expected that 
the Russian. government will address the 
powers setting forth her position and briefly 
reviewing the various steps in the negotia- 
tions. It is expected by Rusaila that a war 
manifesto will be immediately followed here 
by an official declaration of neutrality on the 
part of the United States. 


CONRIED WINS HIS LIBEL SUIT. 


Munich Editor Who Attacked New York 
Operatic Manager Is Fined Forty 
Dollars and Costs. |

MUNICH, Feb. 4.—The trial of the action 
for libel brought by Herr Conried, director 
of ‘the Metropolitan opera house in New 
York, against Herr Conrad, the Munich 
writer, and Hefr Danegger, editor of the 
paper which published Conrad's article, 
‘The Robbery of the Grail,”’ resulted today 
in a victory for plaintiff. Conrad and Dan- 
egger each were cond@mned to pay a fine of 
200 marks ($40) or undergo twenty days’ | 
The court declined to enter 
into the artistic question.” Neither Frau 
Cosima Wagner nor Siegfried Wagner were 
summoned to testify.

Herr von 
Possart defended Herr Conried, who, he said, 
had acted within the American laws and 
had only offended the sentiment of reverence 
towards Wagner. 


TESTS SUSTAIN KOCH THEORY. 


Transfer of Tuberculosis Germs from 
Animals to Human Beings and 
Vice Versa Reported Upon. 


BERLIN, Feb. 4.—Furtf€r accounts of ex- 
periments by the imperial health officers in 
transferring tuberculosis in animals to man 
and vice versa show that of nine cultures 
from cattle and swine eight produced gen- 
eral tuberculosis when transferred to other 
cattle, while from forty-one preparations 
from human subjects only four caused tuber- 
culosis in cattle. 

A noteworthy fact is that these four were 
she children ranging from 3% to 6% 
of age. ; 


The experiments are regarded as confirm- 
ing Prof. Koch’s assertion that communica- 
tion of contagion from animals to man are 
most rare and have slight importance in the 
spreading of tuberculosis.

BRICKYARDS BUSY SOON. 


STOCKS: NEARLY GONE AND 1,700 
MEN WILL GET WORK. 


Can Workers at Maywood Plant Join 
Ranks of Strikers and More Girl 
Pickets Are on Duty—Hair Curlers 
Resent a Foreman’s Language and 
Walk Out—Federal Company Em- 
ployes Work Two Hours and Then 
Quit. Again—General Labor Notes. 


Building brick has-been advanced in price 
from $4.50 to $6.50 a thousand in the last two 
weeks, according to President George C. Prus- 


| ting of the Illinois Brick company. Heavy 


shipments from the yards in Cook county 
have largely reduced the stocks on, hand at 
the close of last season and manufacturing 
will begin with the return of warm weather. 
This will give employment to the-1,700 brick- 
makers who have been idle since November. 


Say Nonunion Men Are Leaving. 

The striking bricklayers at the Illinois 
Steel works are confident of winning their 
fight, now that the nonunion men brought 
to South Chicago by the company are de- 
serting. Tuesday fifteen left the employ 
of the company, seven followed their ex- 
ample Wednesday, and last night eight more 
joined the deserters, according to union 
claims. 

The nonunion men are being housed at a 
hotel built for the accommodation of the 
union men, and this makes the union men 
angry, as they had only lately completed 
the structure. Many threats are being made, 
but no violence has been reported. 


‘Maywood Can Workers Out. 

In the Maywood plant of the American 
Can company 650 can workers struck yes- 
terday. The other employés of the factory, 
machinists, packers, and shippers, and the 
clerical force remained at work. The Diesel 


plant of the company is still tied up by the 


walkout of the 500 can makers. 

Most of the employés in the departments 
affected by the strikes are girls from whose 
ranks pickets were supplied. No attempt 
was made by the company to secure other 
workers. The federation of labor will call 
massmeetings near the two plants. 

A small strike of the hair curlers, eighteen 
in number, at the Armour glue works, Thir- 
ty-first street and Pitney court, was called 
during the day because the floor foreman 
was alleged to have used offensive language 
to the workers. 


Federal Gompany Truce Brief. 

The 200 empltyés of the Federal company 
returned to work in the morning, but they 
were all out again in two hours. The fight 
of the union is on a machine which does the 
work of eight men. The first worker put in 
charge of it quit when he had done as much 
with it ae he could have done alone. When 
he was discharged the strike was called. 
Commissioner Webster of the Brass Manu- 
facturers’ ‘association said the men would 
again return this morning. 

The Optical Trades association refused the 
demand of the surgical workers’ union that 
only one apprentice be allowed for five jour- 
hneymen on the ground that it was an en- 
eroachmen on the rights of citizens and 
threatened to retard trade. 

J. KE. Bish, a city -smoke inspector, has 
written the Chicago Employers’ association 
asking that it protect his son, Miles Bish, @ 
nonunion elevator operator at 121 Plymouth 
court, against the labor organizations. The 
association agreed to assist Bish.

The hiring and discharging of men 
and questions of wages, hours, and working 
conditions were not to constitute grievances.

SUIT VITAL TO “L” LINES 
TO REACH VERDICT TODAY. 


“Flood of Damage Actions Expected if 
Jury Decides for the Max A. Meyer 
Heirs, Who Ask $300,000 Damages. 


A verdict which, if against the defendant, 
will probably result in a flood of damage 
suits against the elevated roads is expected 
in Judge Smith’s courtroom this morning. 
The case on trial is that of the heirs of Max 
- A. Meyer against the Union loop and the 
Metropolitan company for $300,000 damages 
to property owned by the estate. If the 
railway companies lose, many similar suits 
are looked for at once. 

The case went to the jury at noon yester- 
day after having been in the courts for 
nearly four years.

SCHOLARSHIPS ON NEW BASIS. 


One Hundred at Northwestern Will Be 
Given to Students Showing Prom- 
ise of Achievement. 


One hundred scholarships, open to students 
from any part of the country who may be 
able to comply with the conditions, have 
been established in the college of liberal 
arts at Northwestern university. They are 
to be assigned upon a new basis, resembling 
that ofthe Cecil Rhodes scholarships. In- 
stead of being awarded wholly according to 
the result of competitive examinations, the 
chief emphasis is to be laid upon promise 
of superior achievement or probable fitness 
‘for public service. 

The following elements will be considered, 
in the order named: 

Force of character and power of leadership as 
Shown in the various activities of school lHfe, as 
developed'in the classroom, debating hall, or on 
the playground. 

Qualities of manhood, energy, truth, courage, 
temperance, chastity, devotion to duty, sympathy 
for the weak, kindliness, unselfishness, and good- 
fellowship, as qualities indicating fitness for lead- 
ership and service in the world at large. 

High scholarship such as would show distinct 
aptitude for learning and appreciation of its val- 
ue, including the consideration of marked skill in 
euch arts as music, painting, sculpture, or the 
trades. 

Physical vigor and power such as will justify 
the hope that if the candidate completes the col- 
lege course he will be in good physical condition 
to meet the problems of actual life. 

' Qualities of temper and bearing such as give 
evidence of the probable acquisition of the man- 
ner and habits of the educated man. 

Faculties of high schools and academies 
will be invited to nominate candidates from 
their graduates, and from this eligible list 
the university will select the winners.

O’DONNELL LOSES HIS APPEAL. 


Supreme Court Will Dismiss Pleas of 
Chicago Juror Bribers Because 
Wrongly Carried Up. 


Springfield, lll., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—An ap- 
peal to the Supreme court cannot be taken 
in a criminal case, the court held today, in 
denying a motion to consolidate the cases 
of O'Donnell against the people and of Galla- 
gher against the people, appeals having been 
made by the Chicago attorney and detec- 
tive convicted of jury bribery.

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LODGE ANSWERS- 
GORMAN’S SPEECH 


Declares National Finances 
Were Never Better Man- 
aged Than Now. 


Believes It Most Important Part 
of Government and Worth 
_ Caring For. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—In the senate 
today Mr. Lodge replied to Mr. Gorman’s 
speech of yesterday. He contended that in- 
stead of being a failure republican financier-, 
ing had been a greatsuccess. He said that in 
the last three years taxes had been reduced to 
the extent of $100,000,000. He also defended 
the republican administration against the 
charge of neglecting other affairs in the in- 
terest of the army and navy.. He considered 
that the navy outweighed all others of our_ 
institutions in importance, and that it was 
“the last place to economize ‘and the first 
place to spend.”’ 

Gorman Wants a Cheap Navy. 

Mr. Gorman denied he had been an enemy 
of the upbuilding of the navy. But he had 
no idea of a navy to compete with that of 
Great Britain or Germany, because our con- 
ditions did not require sucha navy. He did 
not want a navy for display, but for service. 

Mr. Gorman commended the removal of our 
fleet from the scene of trouble in the orient 
by order of the president saying the brave 
commander of the fleet would like to take 
part inany trouble. It was;rumored, he went 
on, in high naval circles, that the United 
States was marching around the globe with 
a chip on its shoulder, with a taunt to Ger- 
many te knock it off. That country, he said, 
was giving us trouble in competing with us 
for trade, but we had a sufficient navy to 
protect our flag and our commerce every- 
where and we did not need more. Our high 
taxation had caused discrimination to be 
made against us and he would have this re- 


moved. 

Other Senators Speak. 

Mr. Foraker also spoke, devoting himself 
largely to a comparison of conditions under 
the Harrison administration and those undér 
the administration of Mr. Cleveland, to the 
advantage of the former. 

Mr. Bailey made an elaborate presentation 
of statistics, and contended that the export 
trade of the United States under Cleveland 
was greatér than under Harrison.

LORENZ IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


Financial Deals with Indicted Postal Of- 
cial Since 1893 Explained to the 
Juryin FraudTrial. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—George E. 
Lorenz was on the witness stand in the pos- 
tal trial most of today. He produced a num- 
ber of drafts, checks, and sight drafts, which 
passed between Machen and himself, and 
testified that they were allin payment of his 
note for $25,000, which he gave Machen when 
the latter, in 1898, assigned his interest in the 
oil properties. 

Lorenz also produced an original entry 
book covering’ a running account betwéen 
himself-an Machen and pointed out various 
credits made therein on account of the note. 
Settlements with Machen, he seid, were made 
annually, the note finally being canceled as 
paid on Dec. 16, 1903. All the money trans- 
actions, he said, between Machen and- him- 
self referred fo by the government related 
solely to this indebtedness to Machen. When 
the money commenced to come from D. B. 
Groff, in 18095, Mr. Lorenz said that he 
determined to turn over to Machen one-half 
of his profits in the fastener. This he did, 
until he became pressed for momey and 
then he sent Machen only what he could 
spare and when he became easier financially 
Machen again got his remittances as on 
previous occasions. 


NAVAL BILL CARRIES $95.000.000 


Provides for Several New Warships and 
Purchase of $4,000,000 Armor 
Plant if Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—The naval ap- 
propriation bill, as completed by the house 
naval committee today, carries an aggregate 
appropriation of $95,000,000. The ships au- 


thorized are one battleship, two armored 


cruisers, three scout cruisers, and two squad- 
ron colliers. Provision was made for an 
armor plate factory to cost $4,000,000, which 
the secretary of the navy is authorized to 
construct in case he cannot secure armor 
from private bidders at a reasonable price. 


DEATH OF TOBE BRODERICK. 


Well Known Character About Town 
Passes Away While Visiting at 
Ottawa, Illinois. ~ 


- Tobe Broderick, trainer and driver of trot- 
ting horses, showman, clambake promoter, 
and politician, died yesterday at Ottawa, IIl., 
after a week’s illness. He was 48 years old. 


Broderick was a well kmown character about 


town for twenty years, and numbered among 
his friends the leading politicians of both par- 
ties. He planned the first race meeting ona 
snow course in Chicago, and for many years 
the Tobe Broderick snow Derby was an event 
looked forward to with interest by the owners 
of harness racers. . 

Broderick was born in Cambridge, Mass. 
Before coming to Chicago he was one of the 
best known drivers of trotting horses on the 
grand circuit. In 1892 he was a member of 
Buffalo Bill’s show, and traveled around the 
world. :

Gardiner, however, has promptly notified 
both city and state that if the assessors levy 
such taxes she will at once close the museum 
and take all the art works back to Paris, 
there to remain forever, not only because of 
the financial burden imposed upon her but 
because of its injustice. There will be much 
sympathy with Mrs. Jack Gardiner in her 
complaint and if such an injustice is done 
she will be ‘warranted in taking her splendid 
collection to a city where art is not taxed 
almost to prohibition, but is encouraged. The 
injustice seems all the more flagrant con- | 
Pidering that she has intimated the collection 
might become public property at some time 
in the future. The prospects for such a dis- 
position of it do not seem highly encouraging 
now. | 


Mr. Conried, the manager 
of the Metropolitan Opera 
house, was principal spokes- 
man for the theatrical man- 
agers of New York City ata 
recent conference with an 
aidermanic committee suggested by the 
mayor., It will be remémbered that immedi- 
ately following the Iroquois theater disaster 
there wa8 a géneral chorus of congratulation 
in New York because such a thing could not 
happen there. Now it appears that nineteen 
theaters in that city have been declared un- 
safe and six have been closed because they 
failed to make certain alterations. An ordi- 
nance is to be introduced, also, making com- 
' pulsory the fireproofing, of scenery and the 
use of metal or asbestos curtains, to be low- 
ered after every act. Mr. Conreid, while he 
di@-not condemn the fireproofing of scenery, 
was not in favor of it, as it would take, he 
said, over a year to fireproof all the scenery 
of his opera house. He suggested having 
four firemen on every theater stage and 
lighted candles in the exit l@mps, and the 
installation of “a rain machine” such as is 
used in one of the Munich theaters. Mr. 
Conried is of opinion that the firemen and 
the exit lights and an 80,000 quart deluge on 
an incipient fire would reassure an audience. 
Undoubtedly they would if the audience were 
certain that the candles would be always 
burning, and the firemen would be always at 
their posts of duty, and the rain machine 
would always work. As the matter now 
stands, however, it is intimated that all the 
managers will seek to comply with the ordi- 
nanee before anothér season opens. The 
Iroquois disaster taught.a useful lesson. 


| HOME RULE DEMANDED. 

When the Irish land purchase act was 
passed most Englishmen cherished the fond 
hope that the home rule agitation was at 
an end, and that the Irish, after they became 
owners of the land they tilled, would have 
no grievances left, and would confine them- 
selves closely to the cultivation of their 
fields. Such hopes are given a rude shock 
by the statement of John Redmond, speak- 
ing for the nationalist party, that it will 
he the duty of the Irish members to oppose 
the government—the party now in power— 
unless it shall foreshadow some apprecia- 
ble advance on the road to home rule. On 
those terms the Balfour administration can 
have the support of the Irish members. If 
the terms are not accepted the members 
will be against that administration. 

If it is, indeed, true, as Mr. Redmond says, 
that “the Lrish would rather govern them- 
selves badly than be governed well by an- 
other nation; no remedial measures which 
ean be devised—no land laws and no edu- 
cational legislation—will win the hearts of 
the Irish and make them loyal to England. 
Under these circumstances it would be a 
much simpler matter, obviating much con- 
troversy and trouble, for Great Britain to 
give the frish the parliament they want, 
and let them try the home rule experiment. 
It would be unwise to jump at the conclyu- 
sion that the Irish wou!d covern themselves 
badly. “They would make their mistakes, no 
doubt, but it would be hard for them to equal 
the mistakes the English have made as 
rulers of Ireland. 

Often of late years the domestic policies 
of Great Britain, over which liberals and 
conservatives have contended, have been 
at the mercy of the Irish nationalists, who 
have had votes enough to turn the scales in 
favor of the party they assisted. Mr. Bal- 
four has been told that he cannot have those 
votes unless he will do something more for 
Ireland... 1if.there were o liberal adminis- 
tration it would be told that it could have 
the Irish votes on those terms. 

A situation of that kind plays havoc with | 
party government and the best interests of 
Great Britain. Suppose a new parliament 
should be elected on. the protection-free 
trade isane and the supporters of neither 
policy could command a majority without 
Irish support given in exchange for Irish 
legislation. Surely it would be exasperating 
to the British people to have a question of 
such momentous importance for them de- . 
termined by men who would vote for or 
against free'trade to get home rule or an,

“THE SECRETARY OF PEACE.” 

In a speech at the Harvard dinner in 
Washington on Tuesday Secretary of War 
Taft facetiously described his own lack of 
military experience. He said that when he 
wat in Japan the authorities asked him to 
review the troops and hoped he would 
wear his uniform. He didn’t wear his uni- 
form, and he begged to be excused from 
putting the soldiers through their maneu- 
vers, expressing himself as completely sat- 
isfied of their proficiency in drill. Then he 
hurried away from the field for fear some- 
body might ask him the caliber of our-Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle, in which event his own ig- 
norance would be exposed. 

The secretary has the right to his jokes 
at his own expense, but nobody is disposed 
to take him at his own valuation nor to 
deny him the faculties that are needed for 
the post he holds. He is, indeed, the min- 
ister of peace rather than of war. His 
greatest achievements have been in the di- 
rection of securing peace. He pacified the 
Philippines not merely through the use of 
the military arm of the government but 
through the wise exercise of those arts of 
civilization which he knew so well how to 
employ. He gained the confidence of the 
natives. He assured them of participation 
in the administration of their own local 
affairs. He called them into council, and 
in many instances sought their advice and 
deferred to their judgment. While he did 
not hesitate to employ the troops when 
necessary to put down insurrection or to 
exterminate ladronism, he looked to the 
better impulses of the natives for codpera- 
tion with the government in the humane and 
just direction of their affairs. 

The secretary of war in the United States 
has more to do with peace than with war. 
The department of insular affairs, which by 
some odd evolution became attached to the 
war department, has to do with civil gov- 
ernments in time of peace, and it cannot 
operate efficiently while or where war con- 
tinues—even in the organization of the 
army. 

It is not the aim of the secretary of war 
to invite conflicts with any nation or power, 
but to prepare for eventualities if, through 
no fault of our own and in spite of all hon- 
orable efforts to avert it, war should be 
forced upon us. That was a thrilling com- 
pliment that Lord Wolseley paid us when he 
said that, “man for man,” the American 
army “‘ was the best in the world.” It is 
a compliment our authorities should con- 
stantly endeavor to deserve. | 

Still, we shall continue to hope that Mr.

THE MILES RETIREMENT ORDER. 

The curtness. of the war department gen- 
eral order announcing the retirement of 

zen. Miles has been criticised by many who 
have been unfamiliar with the sufficient 
reasons therefor. An editorialparagraph 
in Harper’s Weekly tells why no commenda- 
‘tory mention was made in that order of 
Gen. Miles’ services during the civil and 
Indian wars. The president and secretary 
of war had to consider whether they could 
conscienfiously commend those services and 
at: the same time ignore conduct while he 
was lieutenant general which deserved 
condemnation—whether “ they had a moral 
right to condone offenses which would tend 
to lower the service to the selfish and un- 
patriotic level of a South American ‘coun- 
try.” 

The president and the secretary of war 
knew, says Harper’s Weekly, that it was 
the deliberate judgment of every officer 
‘that Gen. Miles had waged a petty war 
against the department and had endeavored 
to throw every obstacle in the way of nec- 
essary army reforms, although by so doing 
he injured the service, while it was his 
duty to use whatever influence he had to 
better it. Nor was that the full extent of 
his offending. The president and the sec- 
retary of war, says Harper’s Weekly, had 
“direct and positive information ” which 
convinced them that in endeavoring to 
gratify an insatiable political ambition 
Gen. Miles had been disloyal to the secre- 
tary of war, President McKinley, and 
President Roosevelt, and also to the army 
itself. 

Harper’s Weekly correctly expounds the 
reasons that controlled the president and 
the secretary of war in réfusing to commend 
Gen. Miles in general orders on his retire- 
ment. That paper does not give all the 
facts.’ An officer holding high command 
during the Spanish war is anthority for the 
statement that the suggestions made by 
Gen. Miles while it was.going on seemed 
intended to embarrass and obstruct the 
operations of the soldiers in the field. His 
constant criticisms and fault finding were 
demoralizing to officers and men. 

Under the circumstances the president 
and secretary of war could not have acted 
otherwise than they did, although they were 
aware of the hostile criticism which would 
follow. They were merciful te Gen. Miles 
by sparing him the public reprobation of 
censurable acts which would have had, in 
justice to the army and the public, to form 
part of a general order making mention of 
meritorious acts.

We should be grateful to the admiring and 
discriminating constituency in Maryland 
which sent Mr. Gorman back to the United 
States senate.’ If he had remained in pri- 
vate life until he died we might have for- 
gotten what a narrow, bigoted, rancorous 
partisan he is, and how far he falls short of 
measuring up to the stature of a statesman, 
He is not even a patriot.

So completely has he been 
routed and repudiated by senators of his 
own party in his claims to leadership that 
it is now probable more democrats will be 
recorded for the treaty than against it 
when in its inscrutable wisdom the senate 
permits a vote to be taken.

_If Gorman wished to defeat the appropri- 


ation he went. the best way about it. Why 
he should attempt to drag pafty politics 
into the discussion nod sane man can jim- 
agine. Either he was not sincere in advo- 
cating the appropriation or he has less 
sense than he is usnally credited with. . 

The matter of Gorman’s speech was as 
objectionable as its manner. He said we 
ought to spend less money on the army and 
navy and put more into expositions and 
river and harbor. bills. Now, we doubt 
much whether internationa: expositions 
tend greatly to promote peace or to benefit 
either the people who give them or those 
who visit them. As peacemakers history 
demonstrates they have been lamentable 
failures, and as educational agencies they 
have’ been at least of limited value. But, 
putting these questions aside, what shall 
be said of Gorman’s argument that the 
army and navy should be starved in order 
that the public money may be given to pri- 
vate expositions and to the improvement 
of waterways of doubtful utility? . It is 
true that he wished to have the harbors of 
Boston and New York improved so that, 
as he said, big British and German ships 
drawing thirty-five feet of water might gain 
admission to them, but he didn’t seem to con- 
template the admission of big United States 
ships to our own harbors or to any others.

ING EDWARD'S decision to hold a 
chapter of the Order of the Garter ac 
Windsor castle on next Tuesday with 
all old time ceremony and formalities 

has created no little sensation, as it 
will be.the first chapter of the order held 
since the one which took place in April, 1855, 
for the investiture of Emperor Napoieon III. 


at Windsor. Indeed, the fact that the forth- 


coming chapter should be set for a day or 
two previous to the wedding of Princess Alice 
ef England and Prince Alexander of Teck is 
held by some to indicate that Edward VII. 
has become reconciled to King William of 
Wiirtemberg, and that the latter may, after 
all, be present at the wedding next week and 
at length receive the Order of the Garter, 


which was to have been conferred upon him |

King William has behaved generously to- 
wards his morganatic relatives, the three 
princes of Teck, and certain it is that if this 
report is well founded, King Edward could 
not make a more graceful atonement for the 
delay which has occurred than by reviving 


the old time ceremony of a chapter of the 


Order of the Garter for the purpose of invest- 
ing King William with befitting pomp. 


Although nothing Setnite is known at this | 


moment of King William’s visit, which has 
been as frequently denied as announced, yet 
it is generally assumed in L-ondon that no 
chapter would be ordered unless it were for 
the investiture of some foreign sovereign. 
The knights are to assemble in the throne 
room at Windsor castle in the full costume of 
the order, which none of them, save King 
Edward himself and his octogenarian cousin, 
the duke of Cambridge, has ever worn. It 
is a most gorgeous affair, consisting of a 
surcoat, or kirtle, of crimson velvet, lined 
with white taffeta, adorned on the left side 
with an eight pointed star richly embroidered 
in silver, the four central rays of which are 
longer than the four others, In thecenter of 
this star is the red cross of St. George, and 
the whole is surrounded with a small garter 
of blue velvet on which is embroidered the 
motto in letters of gold. . This species of star 
also figures on the mantle, which is long and 
ample, and of the so-called garter blue velvet 
lined with taffeta. The hat is of black velvet, 
high, with a narrow brim, and a plume of 
white ostrich feathers, with a tuft of black 
heron feathers in the center and fastened to 
the hat by a band of diamonds. The sixteenth 
century trunks are of white satin or taffeta, 
and with these are worn long, white silk hose, 
the left leg being adorned just below the knee 
with the garter. The latter is of dark blue 
velvet edged with gold, with the motto “ Honi 
soit qui mal y pense,”’ embroidered thereon 
in letters of gold, with the buckle and the 
pendant of gold richly chased. Needless to 
add that there is a sword fashioned some- 
thing on the lines of those used by the 
Knights Templar in this country, only much 
more richly adorned. 


Then there is the chain, er collar, of the 


order, which must be of gold and weigh ex- 
actly thirty-two ounces. It is composed of 
twenty-six pieces of gold each in the form 
ofa garter, the center of each being com- 
posed of enameled roses alternately red and 
white. 
united to each other by gold true: lovers’ 
knots, known in heraldry as “‘ lacs d’amour.”’ 
Pendant from this collar hangs the so-called 
George, which consists of an image of St. 
George sitting on horseback fully armed, and 
who, having thrown the dragon on his back, 
is spearing him with a tilting spear. 


The chapter will be attended by the prelate 
of the.order, who is the bishop of Winches- 
ter; by the chancellor of the order, who is the 
bishop of Oxford; by the registrar, who is the 
dean of Windsor, and by the new garter, 
principal king at arms, who will probably 
receive his appointment on that occasion, 
and be sworn ig at the chapter, to take the 
place of old Sir Albert Wood, who died the 
other day.® It is not yet known whether the 
chapter will be followed by a special service 
in St. George's chapel, each knight oecupy- 
ing there his stall, with his banner floating 
above his head, and the back of his seat 
adorned with brasses of not only his own 
armorial bearings but also of those of all 
other Knights of the Garter who have ten- 
anted it since the foundation of the order 
by King Edward III. Whether there’be a 
religious service or not in this superb chapel 
of the order, there will be afterwards a state 
banquet in St. George’s hall. 

The old story, according to which duels in 
France are sometimes more dangerous to the 
secondary personages in the affair than to 
the actual combatants, received an illustra- 
tion the other day at Paris in the encounter 
between Jean Stern and Count Robert de 
Montesquiou Fezensac, who was over in this 
country a year ago lecturing, ang who is the 
apostle of the ultraesthetic it on the 
banks of the Seine.

gave the seconds an excuse for stopping the 
encounter, not, however, before the count, 
in his excitement, had pierced with his sword 
the loosest portion of the surgeon’s nether 
garments. 

Of course such duels as this, and especially 
their outcome, must inevitably appeal fo 
one’s sense of ridicule. And yet it cannot be 
denied that they are attended by a certain 
amount of gravity. Fatal injury and death 
is always possible, and to watch two men 
lunging at one another with sharpened 
swords is a sight which requires the pos- 
session of good nerves. Indeed, to act asa 
principal, or even, as I have just shown, as 
one of the seconds, or as the attending sur- 
geon, requires courage, and this being the 
case the duel acts to a certain degree as a 
check upon the animal spirits and the man- 
ners of people, who would otherwise become 
impossible, 

The family name of the late Princess 
Mathilde, as given in the official register cer- 
tifying her death at Paris the other day, is 
This is in 
accordance with a decree made by Napoleon 
Ill. and sanctioned by the council opstate 
which gave the Christian name of his uncle, 
the first emperor, as surname to his so- 
called official family, that of Bonaparte 
being left to the branch of the family found- 
ed by Prince Lucien, the elder brother of 
the great emperor. Consequently it is wrong 
to describe Prince Louis, now a cavalry 
commander in the Russian army, as Gen. 
Bonaparte. He is Prince Louis Napoleon, 
while his eldest brother, Victor, styles him- 
self Prince Napoleon. 

The Bonapartes are, therefore, in reality 
represented only by those in this country. 
For while Napoleon III. recognized.them as 
Bonapartes and as kinsmen, he did not ae- 
cord to them the rank of his “ official fam- 
ily *’—that is to say, of imperial princes of 
the blood. He puts them, in fact, on the 
same status as the descendants of his uncle, 
Prince Lucien. These. who formerly made 
their home at Rome, are all extinct in the 
male line with the exception of Roland, con- 
cerning the legitimacy of whose birth and 
of. whose right to the. princely title of his 
father there are serious,doubts. In any case 
he is a widower with a grownup. daughter, 
and:is not likely to .marry again. Prince 
Napoleon, at Brussels, has several illegiti- 
mate children, to whose mother, an actress, 
he -has remained devoted for a number of 
years, while Prince Louis, who has just in- 
herited about $800,000 
Mathilde, seems a confirmed bachelor. 
Should he die unmarried and without issue 
the American Bonaparte will remain the only 
legitimate bearers of that historic name. 


Incidentally, I may mention that it is to. 


the late Prince Charles Ronaparte, grand- 
father of that Count Primoli who spends so 
much time in this country, to whom the 
city of Rome is indebted for the intrgduction 
of gas just fifty years ago as an illuminant. 
The prince put in gas all over his palace on 
the Corso, famous in its day as the home of 
the great emperor’s mother, ‘“‘ Mme. Mére.” 
He manufactured the gas on the premises in 
a gasometer of his own invention. He was 
not left long. however, to enjoy his new fad. 
His neighbors rose to a man, protesting that 
the stench was unbearable. Then the in- 
mates of the palace joined in the outcry. and 


finally there was so much noise made about 


the matter that the prince, much against his 
will, had to give up his gasometer—only for 
three years, however. For at the end of that 
time the city of Rome had adopted gas as an 
iiuminant in all its principal streets.

FINANCIER AND PATRIOT. | 


IXTEEN manuscript volumes of the 
papers of Robert Morris, which have 
been recently acquired by the library 
of congress from the estate of Gen. 
John Meredith Read, have been put 
to good use by Ellis Paxson Oberholtzer, 
Ph. D., in the preparation of a new biography 
of the great financier of the revolution. 
These papers. so fruitful in hitherto inac- 
cessible side lights, Have an interesting his- 
tory. After Morris’ death they passed into 
the hands of his heirs, where they still re- 
mained up to the time when Jared Sparks’ 
activity as a historian and blographer was 
at its height; but later they disappeared. 
Years of search disclosed nothing as to their 
whereabouts,, Strangely enough, they were 
rescued by Gen. Read from a rubbish heap 
in a little town in France. After a long 
period of delay they have been placed at the 
disposal of Dr. Oberholtzer, who has based 
upon them his new volume. “ ROBERT 
MORRIS: PATRIOT AND FINANCIER” 
(The Macmillan company). Those which 
throw new light upon the period when Morris 
held office as superintendent of finance are 
the most important of the papers, and from 
these. covering the three years’ incumbency 
ef his subject. Dr. Oberholtzer has drawn 
material for fully one-half of his book. 


After briefly sketching his early life, the 
author proceeds to an exposition of the vast 
importance of -Morris’ work in the conti- 
nental congress. When that body retired to 
Baltimore in fear of an attack by Howe on 
Philadelphia, Morris remained, assuming 
charge of congressional affairs. At this time 
he was the acting executive head of the whole 
continent. He then urged upon congress 
the necessity for intrusting its business to 
responsible individuals rather than to Irre-. 
sponsible boards. 

Early in 1781. when government finances 
were at the lowest ebb, when congr@ss was . 
bankrupt. and the values of the currenty lay 
in its utility as fuel, Morris was made super- 
intendent of finance. His first duty was to 
manage the Yorktown campaign, itn which 
his able financiering brought about success. 
He regarded the establishment of a national 
bank as a matter of the greatest importance, 
and his judgment was borne out by the re- 
sult of his plans. 

Compelled to appeal to the state legisla- 
tures for requisitions. he tried to have sup- 
plies furnished in money instead of in com- 
modities. Failing partially in this attempt, 
he strove to reform tax collecting methods 
by appointing an efficient collector for each 
state. 

Plans for a mint and silver monometallism 
did not succeed. Instead, the stability of the 
government’s credit was founded upon Mor- 
ris’ own notes and those of his bank. The 
continual fault found with his administration 
wore him out, and he was glad to resign 
upon settlement of the financial problems in- 
volved in the disbandmént of the army. 


Practical experience converted him to the 
cause of federalism, and he was an ardent 
supporter of the new constitution. 
fluence was evident in the convention of 
1787, though his was but a minor part in de- 
bate. As a senator from Pennsylvania to 
the new government he supported the secre- 
tary of the. treasury and his policy. He 
was prominent in arranging the first tariff 
law. 
In his later life Morris met financial re- 
verses, speculated recklessly, and became a 
bankrupt, reaching the depths of humilia- 
tion by confinement in a debtors’ prison, 
from which he was released by the timely 
passage of a complaisant law. His death 
followed soon after. 

These are the salient features in the ex- 
cellent biography now given us, a work which 
has been prepared with unusual care. It is 
highly informative as well as interesting. 
A handsome reproduction of the Gilbert 
Stuart portrait is used as frontispiece.

h own store. There they are referred to 
the “ merchardise man,’’ whose business it fs 
to see that no rival offers as good or better 
goods in any class for less money. If, on in- 
spection. he finds that somebody else is act- 
uaily selling a certafn brand of kid gloves &t 
a lower price. or has secured a new and de- 
sirable line which can be sold for less money 
he calls on the head of the kid glove depart- 
ment and the kid glove buyer and asks them 
how they happened to let a rival get ahead of 
them. He is likely also to cut prices to meet 
the prices of his rival. If, onthe other hand, 
his ‘‘shopper’’ reports that rivals are not 


gelling certain goods quite as low as his own 


firm, that is all the suggestion he needs to 
make a special point of advertising his goods 
and pushing their sale. 

It ts also the business of the “‘ shopper ”’ to 
observe and report the effect of advertising 
special sales and new departures of all kinds 
on the part of rival shops. 
If, for instance, a rival should publish a 
page advertisement to the effect that on 
Monday morning a new manicure and beauty 
culture parlor would be opened you may be 
sure that the ‘“‘shoppers" for the other 
shops will be among the earlest and most 
constant patrons of the new department on 
the “opening day. If the ‘ shoppers’’ find 


that the new department is packed by wom- 


en eager and anxious to buy, it is fairly cer- 
tain that within the next few weeks the 
other stores will establish similar depart- 
mems. If the new department does not 
seem to be popular the other shops are like- 
ly to conclude that they can get along with- 
out one. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the “ shop- 
per’’ fille an important place in the admin- 
istration of one of the big stores. On her 
advice prices may be cut, new departments

The “ shopper ”’ is also expected to make 
a practically complete tour of all the de- 
partments in the rival shops every day or 
two and to observe the effect of all kinds 
of new schemes for attracting trade. She 
may see, for instance, something new and 
attractive in the line of counter or at 
signs, and she must report it promptly, so 
that her employers may fall quickly in Mne 
with the procession. She may find that some 
store is offering to clean and repair all kid 


gloves of a certain kind for a certain length © 


of time, or that all patent leather shoes 
bought at a certain shop are guaranteed to 
wear without cracking for six months. 


' Everything of that kind she makes a report 


on, and the managers take such action as 
they may see fit. If some store arranges a 
new plan for quick delivery of goods pur- 
chased or gets up a new system which saves 
some of the time customers now spend in 
waiting for change, the “ shopper” ig ex. 
pected quickly to “ get on to it” and give 
her employers the benefit of her observation, 
Every time a novelty in any line is brought 
out and put on the market in any one of the 
State street shops it is her duty to catch 
“on the fly,”” so that her store may get the 
same thing or something which may take 
its place. She goes into the “ rest reoms ” 
and all the other conveniences which are 
every day offered to customers in giater 
variety and reports.on apything new which. 
seems to be desjrable and popular. She is 
the eyes of the big stores. If she does her 
work properly it is impossible for any one 
of them to get any great distance ahead of 
its rivals. At least she furnishes the in- 
formation on which the managers may act 
if they see fit. They may not plead ignorence 
as an excuse for falling behind. 


As a result of her work, also, managers | 


are kept from falling into the same errors’ 
made by their competitors. If one store 
makes a change in any way which proves 
unpSpular or unprofitable the “ shopper” 
finds it out almost as quickly as the people 
directly interested, and, as a result of her 
report, her managers are enabled to keep off 
the rocks. She listens to the talk ofepstem- 
ers in other stores and in that way Alsopitke 
up many valuable “ pointers.” If sheteat 
many women complaining of some dé@pat+ 
ment in her own store she reports that fact 


. and an investigation is likely to follow. . 


As a rule the identity of the ‘“‘ shoppers” 
for each of the stores is kept asecret. When 
a woman is known as a “shopper” fora 
rival/her usefulness is quickly gone. §t- 
ries are told along State street of practi¢al 
jokes played on ‘‘shoppers”’ who had be 
come known to the managers of other stores. 
All sorts of false information has been given 
them, and they have been thus led to give 
their employers entirely incorrect and mis- 
leading reports.

It is their business to go 
out on the street, dressed in regular street 
costume, and walk up and down before the 
show windows of the firm which employs 
them. At intervals they will stop in a little 
group of two or three and gaze eagerly into 
one of the show windows, making at the 
same time complimentary remarks about 
the goods displayed within. 

It is a fact that if two people will stop for 
two minutés in front of any show window on 
State street they will shortly attract a con- 
siderable crowd of “ lookers,”” and it is this 
fact of which the “professional rubber 
necks’ take advantage. Some of them are 
80 expert at the work that; withopt attract- 
ing the least suspicion or attention to them- 
selves, they will keep crowds standing » 
front of the show windows of their employ- 
ers most of the day.

It is believed 
they may win for Chicago the legal con- 
troversy over the drainage canal, involving 
the state of IHinois and the sanitary district, 
and that Missouri's application for an in- 
‘unction restraining the emptying of water 
from the canal into the Missouri river will 
pe denied. ! 

Tells of His Experiments 

“The toxic solution thrown off by the 
saprophytic organisms ts sufficient to kill all 
such parasitic organisms as typhoid fever 
germs,”’ declared Prof. Jordan. “In my ex- 
periments I examined 1,166 colonies of bacilli 
which appeared in the cultures and in only 
three cases did any typhoid germs develop 
after two days. Those three cases came 
after ten days and are easily explained by 
the fact that the germs, on being poured 
out of the parchment ‘sacks in which the

wall Street Regards War Outlook in 
Eastern Asia as Showing Increased 
Tension—Notification te National 
Banks te Give Up Part of Govern- 
ment Deposits—Selling of Pennsyl- 
vanie Attributed to Financial Con- 
siderations in Spite of Denial.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—{Special.}—There 
was little change today in conditions that 
have ruled the security market for a fort- 
night. The market continues to display - 
‘most complete apathy as regards 
ings either for investment or speculation on 
the part of the outside public. The tendency 
of prices to sag is one of the most prominent 
features of the market, but there at no time 
has been any determined or formidable “ bear 
raids."" The market has been left wholly to 
itself and influences that day by day devel- 
oped. The Russo-Japanese difficulty un- 
doubtedly has reached a point of extreme 
terision, and the situation looks black. 

The secretary of the treasury has iesued his 
notification to national banks to prepare for 
a call for 20 per cent of the government de- 
posits held by them, and this call will be fol- 
lowed by a second cal for an additional 10 
per cent of public moneys not in actual pos- 
session of the treasury. The method of ao- 
complishing the Panama canal payments is 
still discussed. Wail street recognized that 
the effect of the transaction upon the money 
market would be wholly determined by the 
amount of fore exchange bills that can be | 
made available for the purchase. 

The coffee market was the center of the 
greatest interest, prices there taking a great 
tumble. Quotations of various options on the 
cotton éxchange fluctuated feverishly until 
just before the close of the market, when, 
upon the receipts of the unfavorable war 
news, they fell to a level of Ic a pound below 
the final figures yesterday. For the same 
reason grain prices rose sharply. Rallroad 
earnings for the fourth week of January 
showed decreases generally. 


Heavy selling of Pennsylvania stock kept 
up throughout the day, although, as pre- 
viously has been the case, it was skillfully 
conducted, so as not to weaken the price of 
the stock exceedingly. The reason of this 
selling appears to be a well defined impression 
in the financial community that the Pennsy]l- 
vania railroad company is again about to ask 
accommodation from the money market. An 
official denial was made at Philadelphia today 
that the company intended to issue any more 
bonds or stocks. This denial may be accepted 
as technically correct, a# it ig believed plans 
have been arranged so as to avoid andssue of 
securities. 


Criticism of the United States Realty com- 
pany’s plan of reorganization for the most 
part was adverse, and served to depress the 
price of realty preferred shares.

WABASH AND DAYTON ALLIANCE | 


SPREADS TRAFFIC FIGHT. 


HMshed from Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis_to St. Louls—Pennsylvania 
and Vanderbilt Disturbed by Loss 
of World’s Fair Trafic — Western 
immigrant Bureau Will Seek to Re- 


An alliance just formed by the Wabash 
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
railroads ‘involves the Vanderbilts in the 


Gould-Cassatt fight. By the aldance a new 
through passenger route is established from 
Cincinnati and Indfanapolis to Bt. Louis. 

Both the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania in- 
terests are said to be exceedingly disturbed | 
by the new move of the Wabash, which is 
likely to give the latter the bulk ‘of the 
world’s fair traffic. The Baltimore and Ohio 
and Vandalia lines, both controlled by the 
Pennsylvania, and the Big Four, controlled 
by the Vanderbilts, have had practically a 
monopoly on the business from Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis. . 

Though the distances by their lines is 
shorter than by the new Wabash route, the 
latter secures a great advantage in having 
the only direct line into the world’s fair 
grounds, occupying practically the same po- 
sition that the Illinois Central held during 
the world’s fair in Chicago. 

Want Lower Immigrant Bonus. 

The advisory committee of the western im- 
migrant bureau will meet in Chicago todey 
to consider the proposition to reduce the | 
amount of commission now paid to steam-~- 
ship companies. The present rate is 10 per 
cent, and the intention is to cut it to 5 per 
cent. 

Order Missouri Rates Reduced, — 

The Missouri board of railroad commission- 
ers yesterday a ed a maximum distance 
freight rate schedule for that state. The 
reductions amount to from 80 to 35 per cent 
on grain; from 5 to 40 per cent on live stock; 
about 50 per cent on soft coal; about 15 per 
cent on lumber; from 5 to 5@ per cent on mer- 
chandise, and from 6 to 50 per cent on other 
classes. Ratllroad officials say that the rates 
are confiscatory, and they will take steps to 
prevent their enforcement.
